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St. JOHN, the EvANGELIST. 
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His beloved Diſciple of our Lord was a Native 
of Galilee, the Son of Zebedee and Salome, and 
veral Brother of James the Great, —After the Aſcenſion of 
-ticu- dur bleſſed Saviour, he applied himſelf to propagating 
Fon; Chriſtianity, and founded many Churches in Aſa; 
but being accuſed as a Subverter of the Religion of the 
Empire, he was ſent bound to Rowe, by Order of the 
Emperor Domitian, and thrown into a Caldron of 
polling Oil; but was taken out unhurt.— This not 
being ſufficient to convince this cruel Emperor, or 
abate his Fury, be ordered him to be tranſported to 
be Ifland of Patmos, where be-wrote his Book of Re- 
elations, After the Death of Domitian his Succeſſor 
ecalled thoſe that had been baniſhed, ar.
